3• Summary of the Evidence: 


a. For the Prosooution: 


On 9 September 1944, four American officers and i 4 . 96 .Af. 1 erlean . 
enlisted men. Prisoners of war of Japan, arrived at Prisoner of bar Camp Number 
6 , located in the city of Hanawa, Honshu, Japan. The Prisoners of war were 
taken to the camp with the purpose of working in a nearby copper mine (R 12, 
Sxl-A). 

On II 4 . September 1944 the permanent staff arrived at the-camp. •, 
It consisted of accused Asaka, Camp Commander; accused Takahashi, sergeant 
major,- accused Sagae, supply; and accused Yoshio, medical corps (Ex 1 -A). 
Accused Yonemura was employed by the raining company as a company guard (R 364). 


The several accused were charged with the mistreatment, abuse, 
and beating of Prisoners of War between 16 September 1944 and 13 September 1946• 
It. Asaka was also charged with command responsibility for cruel, inhuman, and 
brutal acts and other offenses against certain American Prisoners of War .and 
other Allied Prisoners of War. A notion to dismiss all specifications pertaining 
to Asaka's command responsibility in the factory was granted as to Specification 
1 and as to twenty-one (2l) sub-specifications of Specification 16 (R 2 UI 4 .—262). 
The Commission later made findings of Not Guilty as to those which it had 
dismissed* ^- * 


As to Asaka: 

As to Specification 12: One day in January 1946 a group of 
prisoners who was sick in quarters was ordered out into the compound to remove 
some cabbages from a small bank whore they had boon stored. In so doing some 
7 fould occasionally cat a leaf of cabbage. Accused was standing in his office 
and a'ooarently saw O'Meara, American Prisoner of .far, eating a loaf of cabbago. 
Accused came running out of his office and ran over to where O'Moare. was and 
struck him on the back of his head iron behind with his encased sword and 
O'Moare. was knocked to the ground unconscious (R 38 , Ex 92). 


As to Specification 13 • On the night of 19 November 1944, accused 
took a roll call formation in the barracks. Ho had boon drinking and was 
slightly inebriated. Sgt. Hunt, American Prisoner of .far nodical corpsnan, was 
not standing at attention and ho did not have his hands perfectly rigid. Accused 
who was carrying a sword case on his side made one big siring with his 


(p 
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encased sword and cut Sgt. Hunt^'hand right behind the knuckles. The skin was 
broken and his hand swelled a good bit ;(R 35, 39 a, 20k', 383, Ul5; Ebt 103). 

As to Specification lg (l-b) : About the middle of November 19bh, 
Edward K, 'white and »'«ernera Uhi'lardi, American-Prisoners of War, were marked 
duty by medical corpsman Cpl. Yoshio. The following morning when. they fell 
out for work their,civilian foreman relieved them from work and they went 
back to the barracks® They were suffering from dysentery, were emaciated and 
were hot in very good condition. Yoshio' checked the men that had gone to work 
and discovered that two men were absent , Eyentually Yoshio got to the two- 
men about 9 o’clock that morning and after-taking them to the dispensary he 
proceeded to work them over pretty thoroughly by slapping and hitting them with 
a soft soled shoe. As additional punishment for not going- to work, he had them 
stand in the vestibule .with no shoes and no stockings, where it was very cold 
because there was skim ice on the floor. They were made to stand there for • 
approclmately nine to ten. hours. - The beating began about 9 o’clock and they 
were sent back to the barracks about seven in the evening v/ithout - any lunch 
(R 33). 

As to Specification If? (l-c); Cpl. Tetsuro Yoshio mistreated 
and abused numerous American Prisoners of War by beating them with fists and by 
throwing them to the ground by the use of judo methods (Ex 1-A, 16 , 19, 20, 22, 

23, 37, U6, $1, 93, 9b, 97, 62 , 66, 69 , 72 , 76 , 78 , 86, 87 , 100 , 112 11 U, 113, 
119 , 12 U, 132 , 133 , 136 , Ih9, 1 U 6 , 1 9bi R 20 , 33,' 206 , 375, 3SU, >13). 

Specification 15 (l-h)Y On Christmas Eve of 1944, Alfred 71. 

Cook and two other 'American Prisoners of 'War 'were caught attempting to steal 
wood by a Japanese guard. Pvt. Sato, called "Sugar" by the American Prisoners 
of War. Sato strucic each of them several blows with nis fists and rifle butt 
and'then stood them at attention with a log on each of their shoulders for 
about one hour. Then Sato came out and slapped each of them several,times • 
with the outside edge of his hand and then left them outside for about another 
hour (Etc 35) •’ 


Specification 15 (l-i): One morning in February 19^5 five 
American Prisoners of War, including John L. Crown, Were told by a Japanese 
civilian who was their superior officer to report back to the barracks since 
they were not able to go to work. At 0900 hours the same morning a Japanese 
guard nicknamed "Cyclops" discovered the five Prisoners of War in the camp ' 
area. As punishment for failing to report for work, he lined them up and beat 
them over their heads with his saber. He also slapped them across their faces 
several times. He then took them to a small frame building which was not 
heated and made them stand at attention until about 9 p.m. • The -.feather was 
extremely cold" and the Prisoners of ’Jar were barefooted. "Cyclops" 7/as a one- 
star sergeant in the medical corps of the Japanese Army -whose duty it ’was to 
determine what men were physically qualified to work on a certain day (Ex 33). 

Accused Yoshio was called "Cyclops" by the Prisoners of Rar (R hi). 

As to Specification 15 (l-k): In June 1955, James H. Farmer, 

American Prisoner of Jar, stood at attention for two hours during "which time 
a Japanese guard slaposd him across his face with* a leather belt, beat him 
with his fists until both eyes were closed and his face was discolored to_ a 
reddish purple and kicked him with a GI boot in the pubic and-groin region 

(sx L7). . * 

As to Specification 15 (l-Q ): On or about February 1~U5, 

Curtis S. Gartmdn, American Prisoner of Jar, './as waiting in line at sick call 
-when his attention was distracted long enough for him to miss his number being 
called by "Cyclops". For this "Cyclops" hit Gartman twice across the face 
with the back of his hand (Ex 57)• Accused Yoshio v/as called "Cyclops" oy 
the Prisoners of War (R' Ul), 

As to Specification 15 ‘(i-u): Nobel C. Dudley, American 

Prisoner of War "was caught with some rice he had stolen from a Japanese 
storehouse, and he -was.severely beaten with fists and hit 1th rifle suets by 
several of the guards. This punishment- v/as conducted under the supervision 
of Sgt. Tafcahashi. Later, Dudley v/as put into the guardhouse (R 39)• On farce' 
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occasions Dudley was taken out and beaten in front of the camp guardhouse by 
four Japanese soldiers. He was beaten with sticks, guns, and fists (Ex 70). 

' As to Specification 1$ (2-b): In the latter part of November 
1944, Sgt, Howell, American Prisoner o,f War, who was ill at the time from 
undernourishment, beri-beri, and pellagra, was walking with great effort toward 
the latrine when he was stopped by a Japanese guard nicknamed "Nigger", He ' 
made Sgt. Howell extend his arms and then he beat him for ten minutes with his 
.lists. Sgt« Howell was knocked down three times. _ He was then forced to stand 
at attention for two hours in three feet of snow. At intervals the guards 
would come out and,heat him with' ’their fists (Ex 119). 

As to Specification 1$ (2—e) i J. Hoback, American Prisoner of War, 
received minor beatings on several occasions. (R Ul),\ In the early par t of 
November 19l4iti Goteho lashio, senior medical aid man, used jiujitsu on Hoback 
i.Aien he went on sick call. Hoback, who was suffering from beri-beri, pellagra, 
and malnutrition, told Yoshio that he could hardly walk. Yoshio immediately 
picked up Hoback and threw him to the floor.—He did this three or four times 
and then sent Hoback back to the barracks (Ex 119). - - 

As to Specification 13 (2-g): Prisoners were required to salute 
the guardhouse on every occasion when they passed it and were severely beaten 
by the army guards if they did not do so. In February 191*3, Elmer E. Long, 

Jr., American Prisoner of War, forgot to salute the guardhouse and 'was forced 
to stand at. attention out of doors for three hours at a time whan there was 
seven feet of snow on the ground^ Each army guard that passed Long struck 
him with his fist, open hand, or kicked him. At the end"of this time. Long's 
face was badly svrollen and his shins were bruised (Ex 123). ' . 

As to Specification 13 (2-k): The only evidence in support 
of this specification is an affidavit of the alleged victim, Herbert F. 

Markland, the pertinent parts of which are as followsJ

Elmore E, 3ov. r ers, American Prisoner of uarj was beaten during the daytime in 
the barracks by a Japanese nicknamed "Nigger".. "Nigger" used his rifle butt 
and beat 3owers for five minutes over the head and about the body. As a 
result Bowers was badly bruised and bleeding at the mouth. He had to be 
confined to quarters -£or three days (Ex 130). 
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As to Specification 15 (2-p): About the. middle of January 19i*5, 
Percy C. Mooney, 'American; Prisoner of. War, was beaten by a Japanese called 
"Nigger". "Nigger".used a rifle butt on-Mooney and beat him about the head 
and body for about five (5) minutes. As a result his body was badly bruised 
and he had a black eye and a bloody nose (Ex 131). . - . 

As to Specification 15 (2rr) : In February 1 9Uh> Takahashi 
questioned Albert A. O'Meara, American Prisoner of War, about the theft of 
some salt, .O’Meara told him he knew nothing about the theft and Takahashi 
started to beat him. He struck O'Meara with his open hand several times and 
then threw him to the ground several times by using jiujitsu. This'treatment 
continued for approximately ten minutes (Ex 91). , . 

■ ■ As to Specification.Ip (2-u) :• About.the latter, part of February. 
I 9 I 4 . 5 , Frank Hawke s, Shelby Embry and Lbo E. Heinz,.Jr., American Prisoners of 
War, were caught with some tobacco or cigarettes in their possession, .which 
were stolen from the.Japanese storeroom. They were beaten for this Joy one of. 
the guards with -his-fists and feet for about fifteen minutes (R !±2, 387; Ex 
95). 

As to Specification Ip (2-v); On 22 February 19U5, Frank Hawkes 
and Lee E. Heinz, Jr., American Prisoners of War, were confined.in the guard¬ 
house for three days and four nights. There was no heat in the -guardhouse. 

The only clothing they had" was that which they were wearing when they were put 
into the guardhouse. Each evening after roll call their overcoats were sent 
to them and the overcoats were'taken from them the next morning at roll call. 

On 26 February -19U5, when they were released from the guardhouse, both Hawks 
and Heinz had frozen feet. They could not walk and had to be carried' to the 
hospital where they received treatment-and were then carried to their barracks 

(R-U2, 387; Ex 95). 


. As to Specification 15 (3-a): On aboutl February 19U5, baiter 
R, Samson, American Prisoner, oil Jar, who had a very bad case of diarrhea, 
hurriedly got.out of his bunk and went to the latrine without being fully 
dressed. One of the Nip guards caught him and took him to the guardhouse. 
There Samson was made to stand at attention for forty-five minutes while four 
‘•Japanese guards, two of whom were nicknamed "Negro" and "Blinksy" beat him 
with their fists and then hit him with their rifle butts. Samson was 
seriously bruised and cut up after the beating (Ex 106 ), 


As to Specification 15 (3-b)t In the .early part of June 1945, 
Harry E. Sanders, American Prisoner o£ .War, .was beaten by a Japanese guard. 
Sanders was doing inside guard duty in barracks number 3 ‘when a Japanese 
guard came through apparently for inspection. He started talking to Sanders 
and at the same time started hitting Sanders over the head, with the flat side 
of his bayonet, ‘"while talking in Japanese, which Sanders could not -understand, 
the guard struck him fifteen or twenty blows over a period of about ten minutes. 
Sanders had several welts on his head about two or three inches long and 
suffered a severe headache for several dzys (Ex 107). 




As to- Specification 13 (3-c): About the middle of August 19U5, 
Jason L. Sharp, American Prisoner of '.Tar, was beaten by one of the Japanese 
military guards. During the 'night Sharp awoke and wanted to smoke. It was 


against -the regulations.of the camp to smoke after the lights were out. In 
attempting to light' a cigarette, he attracted the attention of A sentry. The 
sentry ordered Sharp down from his hunk and took him to the front ox the 
guardhouse where he made him stare, at attention. The guard yel-iea and raved 
-in Japanese and then stepped up on a raised platform and struck Snarp across 
the side of his face about ten times with a .rubber-soled shoe. As a result of 
this beating Sharp’s face was badly bruised and was swollen for about two 
weeks (Ex 111)*- 
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As to Specification 13 fo-e): Some time between 1 October 1933, 
'.and If. September 19'3!?> John G. Spencer, .American Prisoner of War, was beaten on 
his abscessed jaw by a Japanese guard.who used his rifle butt and his fists 
(Ex 135). 


As to Specification 1$ (3-g) ? About January 1933, Lawrence E. 

Stubblefield, American Prisoner of War, was caught with some wood he was trying 
to smuggle into the camp. One of the- guards,' nicknamed "The Big Nigger," 
began beating him over the head and body.. Although not unconscious Stubblefield 
was so weak after the beating"that, he could not get on his feet (Ex 137). 


As to Specification 13 (3-h); One afternoon during November 1933, 
Mitehe 1 J. Tslendo, American Prisoner of War, returned to camp from an adjacent 
mine in which he had been working, Cpl. Yoshio, known as "Cyclops," heard 
from other'Japanese that Telendo had been beaten at the mine because he had 
not done enough work. "Cyclops" ordered him to Stand at attention and then 
proceeded to beat him with his fists for about three quarters of an hours. 

As a result of "the beating, Telendo vras badly bruised and cut and his mouth 
ahd' face 'were • swollen- (R Lp .5 Sx 133). 


As to Specification lb (3-j). In January 1933, Anton F. Urban, 
Ameriean Prisoner of 'War , 1 'was beaten with .a: stick for about thirty minutes 
about' the head and body by a Japanese medical sergeant nicknamed -"Cyclops" 
and another unidentified Japanese. Urban's face vras cut and bleeding and his 


body vras bruised, Urban Was beaten because he had burned a hole in his 


trousers by drying them over a hot stove pipe (Ex l!fl). Yoshio was called 
"Cyclops"-by the Prisoners of liar (R Ifl). 


As to Specification 13 (3-k): On the night of 9 November 1933 
Elmer P. Fleming, Jr., American Prisoner of fiTar, vras struck three times on 
the face’with the open hand by Yoshio. Fleming, who was then senior prisoner 
officer, was hit while he was attempting to obtain Yoshio's permission to get 
a sick Prisoner of War into the hospital (E 33, 203). 


As to Specification? 1? (3-m) : Around the first of December 19til, 
Elmer P. Fleming, Jr., American Prisoner of War, was knocked on his back by, 
Sgt. YutakeSagae ana Fleming fell. Fleming jumped up and Sagas hit him 
again. The only injury incurred was a split lip (R 32, 203). 


As to Specification 13 (3-n): Tn March 1933 a group of 
Prisoners of War took a fire ladder which was hung on the side of the building 
for use in case of f-ire. They sawed the ladder into fire wood and burned it 
in a stove in the barracks, Sgt, Takahashi went to the barracks to find out 
who vras responsible for the burning of the ladder. All Prisoners of vrar 
responsible for this incident volunteered to take the punishment. Takahashi 
called a group of Japanese soldiers from the barracks and ordered them to 
hit the American Prisoners of War, Paras, Van Alnien, Meador, Sergeant, Holbsrt, 
Cole and Drake. The Japanese soldiers hit these men with their fists for 
about thirty minutes, After all of the men had been beaten, they were put 
.into the guardhouse for three days without adequate clothing or blankets. -When 
they were released from the guardhouse, all of the men lead seriously frost¬ 
bitten feet and -at least two of them were hospitalised with frozen feet 
(E. i|i|-li7; Ex 13, 23, 69, 103, 110, lii7, 133). 


As to Specification 13 (3-o)» Numerous instances of mistreat¬ 
ment and abuse are related in the record, said offenses being against Prisoners 
of liar other than those specifically named in other specifications (Ex 1-A, 

11 , 19 , 20 , 22 , 23 , 26 , 30 , 31, 37 , 39 , 45, 48,49,3k, 39, 62 , 66, 67, 69 , 71,

Asaka was aware of these conditions (Ex 16, 30, 37, 38, 38, 32, p2, 33, 80 , 
96 , 100 , 107 , 109 , 120 , 122 , 123, 130 and 135H 
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As to Yoshio :

As to Specification 9 s In about February 19U5, Giliridi,’ American 

Prisoner of War, reported to sick bay'and the staff doctor Yosio then, as vras 
the doctor's usual- method, jiujitsued Giliridi. That vras the end of his 
treatment. Yosio beat Giliridi v/ith a four^foot stick for reporting to him 
sick. He was then sent avray and was carried to work next day in this sick - 
condition and had to be carried back from the mine each 'day for a ’Week (Ex 99). 

As to Specification 10: Numerous instances of mistreatment, abuse 
and beatings are related in the record, said offenses being against Prisoners 
of War other than those specifically, naaod in other specifications (Sx 1-A, 

16 , 19, 20, 22, 23 , 37, 1*6, 53,‘5U, 57, 62, 66, 69, 76, 73; 36, 37, 100; 112, 
llli, 118, 119, 121*, 132, 133, 13-6,..l1*5, 11*3, 15U; R 20, 33, 2Q6, 375, 381*). 

As to Takahashi: 

As to Specification 1: About 25 Match 191*5, Sergeant, Paras, , 
Hilton, Cole, and three or four more American Prisoners of War took a ladder 
hung on the side of the building for use in case of fire and burned it for - 
firs wood. They ’.rare caught and their punishment vras begun by Takahashi and 
one or two guards. Takahashi threw some of the men over his shoulder by judo. 
The Prisoners of -rar received a series of severe boatings with clubs and 
judo administared by Takahashi (R 1*1*; Etc 69, 110, 158). Also see as to Asaka, 
Specification 15 (3-n) above. 

As to Specification 3^ See as to Asaka, Specification 15 (2-r) 
above. An American Pw who was orderly for a Jap.-personnel at the camp could 
not recall Takahashi's ever beating or causing to be beaten any of the 1 s 
alleged in the Specification Ex D. 

As to Yonemura: 

As to Specification 1: On 20 May 191*5, Ralph W. Pope, American 
Prisoner of War, while acting in his capacity as section leader, v/as starting 
back to camp from the mine in which he worked when Yonemura called him back. 

An American Prisoner of War Jarrett was■lying unconscious on the ground-and 
Pope asked Yonemura vrhat had happened. Yonemura said that the prisoner had 
called him a son of a bitch and that he had hit the prisoner. Yonemura started 
bawling Pope out because, as he claimed, the men were riot 'working hard enough 
and. everything in general was Pope's fault. Pome turned around and started 
off when Yonemura hit him on the back of the head with a club knocking him 
down. Two ox the Prisoners of War picked him up and Yonemura swung again vdth 
the club.- Pope saw the blow coming and threw up his loft arm to ward it off, 
and the blow struck his wrist brealdng it. Yonemura then threw dear; has club 
and started to beat Pope"with his fists and kicking him in the testicles and 
on the shins. 'This went on for about 15 minutes rendering Pope groggy (R 21; 

Ex 97, 120, 123). , 

t 

As to Specification 2 : On 20 May 191*5, J» T. Jarrett, American 
Prisoner of War, stopped to pick up a cigarette butt while returning from the 
mine to the camp. Yonemura spotted Jarrett and beat Pope, the detail leader, 
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an&'Jarrett for about ten minutes with a walking stick* Jarrett was struck on 
the head and the large area on his temple was skinned (Ex 97, 123). 

As to Specification 3- One morning in February or March 19kS, 

J. 3. Lawler, American Prisoner of Vi'ar, was beaten with a club by the civilian 
guard called "The.-Rat". Lawler was beaten for- picking up a cigarette butt 
while going to work. He was beaten over the head and knocked down trace. 

IfVhen he arrived at the mine, Lawler received first aid for the two wounds on 
his head which were bleeding at the time (Ex 120). One former Prisoner of war 
knew Yonemura as the ..“Rat". (Ex 93) • 

As to Specification U: In April 19hS, while returning from the 
mine to the camp, Yonemura beat kichael Traino, American Prisoner of War, 
because he had picked up an old unused board at the mine entrance. Traino • 
was knocked to the ground by several blows on tkr- head, was severely beaten on 
the ground, and ’while attempting to rise was struck a glancing blow along side 
of his head, .which split the upper part of his .right ear and left it dangling. 

U. S. medical corps officers sewed his ear and it eventually healed although 
it left Severe scars (R Ulj Ex 93, 9U, 123, llf2). 

. As to Specification 5>: Yonemura carried a weapon of the same 
type as a stick about the size of a broom handle with an iron piece-about a 
foot long on the end, which he used to beat the prisoners with (Ex 117). ^ 
Yonemura was seen to beat many Americans and was cruel and abusive to most 
Americans (Ex 93)• Yonemura was relieved as a guard because he -was short 
tempered, would not obey orders and he carried out punishment privately (®x l6l). 
Yonemura ’was known as the "weasel" (R Ul, 332j Ex 97)* "The weasel" ’was one 
of two civilian guards in the mines -who beat prisoners for no reason at all. 

(Ex 89).

As to Asaka: 


As'ito Specification 12: Accused testified that he remembered 
striking Prisoner of Har Albert O'Meara once in February 19U3« At tnao time 
•there was.plenty of snow on the ground and vegetables had been stored underneath 
the snow in order to preserve them. Since some of the vegetables were 
beginning to rot, the prisoners were put to work digging them out from beneath 
the snow and taking off the rotten leaves and then putting them back in the 
snow. Accused -was watching this Work when he saw a prisoner of war trying to 
eat one of the vegetables. Accused was greatly concerned about the number of 
diarrhea cases in the camp and felt that he must immediately stop tne easing 
of raw vegetables, some parts of which were undoubtedly rotten. Accused ran 
to the prisoner of war who was eating the raw vegetables and, without thinking, 
extended his saber and tried to push the vegetable away from him. Because of. 
the cord attached.to nis sword, he was unable to extend it fully and it got 
caught and struck the prisoner's head. At that time the prisoner .-as .fearing 
a heavy ski cap, and he turned toward accused v.'ho shouted to him that what 
he was doing was no good, fhe prisoner was surprised and threw tne veg^oable 
he had in his hand in front of him and then put both hands to his- ears and 
squatted dorm. Accused tried to-raise him up, out he refused to get up and 
kept his hands to his ears. Accused then -wont into the medical office and. 


as*he looked out the window, he saw the prisoner raise his head, look around, 
get up and resume 'work (R 38l, 382). 

As to Specification 13: Accused testified tnat - one craning -or 
the purpose of taking" roll call he -want to the prisoner of ’war barracks. 

After Capt. Fleming had made his report to him, the accused inspectaa S 6 o. ^ 
Hunt's squad. Sgt. Hunt's eyes were wanderihg and his fingers wore not straight 
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Accused had his saber at his lbft hip and -Khan he . walked it would always sv&ng. . 
He held it down with his left hand and at the same time struck Sgt* Hunt's 
fingers lightly with the saber (R 579*, 532),. 

As to Specification 15 (l-b) ; White and Ghilardi ‘were examined 
by Dr., Sato during sick call and ware placed in the work catagory. According 
tb Dr. Sato's examination they did not have dysentery. Three days later 
Yosoio found V.’hite and Ghilardi resting in the barracks (A I 468 -I 4.69 )-• They 
claimed they had dysentery and Yoshio took them to the dispensary to make a 
stool test (R 50U). Yoshio asked them how many times they had had a bowel 
movement and they replied that they had not had any bowel' movements for the 
last two days. Yoshio became suspicious and spoke to Lt. Pullen about this 
and At* Pullen said that the men were feigning illness (R 5^5)• Yoshio then 
told the men to bring their feces and they replied that'they were constipated , 
and could not defecate * He then told them to wait until they could.defecate 
and each of them cursed, whereupon Yoshio hit them once. He hit each of them 
once with the flat of his right hand. He did not dump them on the floor, use 
judo on them, or kick them (R I 469 ).. AccusecUkopt White and Ghilardy standing 
in the vestibule for three hours (R U70-)• It was never brought to the attention 
of Asaka that Yoshio had made White and Ghilardi stand at attention and had 
beaten them (R 583). . 

Specification 15 (l-c): Yoshio, who was versed in .the art of 
judo, never used judo on any Prisoners of War at sick call, but one time 
during milk ration he threw two Prisoners of War by judo for drinking milk 
rations of other Prisoners of War (R 'i475)* On one other occasion Yoshio threw 
a Prisoner of War in the- snow by judo methods for talcing and eating another 
prisoner's lunch (R 5ll) « There may have been one or two occasions- when 
Yoshio slapped Prisoners of War who wore pretending to be sick (F. L;.73)* 


Asaka had no recollection of ever^having received any report 
that Yoshio slapped Prisoners of War or that he perhaps used judo on them. 

Asaka never authorized Yoshio to slap or to use judo on Prisoners of ’War 

(* 553). 

As to Specific.tion 15 (l-h): haj. Fleming, recognized as 

senior line officer among the prisoners, knew Alfred A, .Cook but did not recall 
any mistreatment, abuse or beatings of Cook (R lu, 39). The Prisoners of 
War Camp had no permanent personnel by the name of Sato, If one was in tne 
camp he* must have been a guard.. Asaka never received a report of any incident 
where a Pvt. Sato beat Prisoners of War and had them stand at attention with 
a log on their shoulders (R 585)* 

As to Specification 13 (l-i) • fosnio tostiiisd phot no did not 
hit Crown and the four other Prisoners of War vfith his saber and did not order 
them to stand at attention. These prisoners -rare made to stand by the military 
guards. The story Yoshio heard from the Prisoners of 7far later was that they 
were returning from sick call and that wnen they passed t.aese gunro.s two/ 
saluted them. The salutes did net suit, the guards so they made them stand 
there. After the Prisoners of War had told Yoshio why they wore standing at. 
attention, he asked - ’them whether they had nad their lunch. '<Aion t* 1 ^/ 
that they had not eaten, Yoshio took them to the mess hall-and had tn-em fod. 
Yoshio then went to the guardhouse and complained to the guard chief and told 
him never to 1st that happen again (R u?l, U72). 

As to Speci:icatiou 15 (l-k), (2-b), (2-g), (2-k )> (2-o),_ 

(2-u). ( 2 -v), ( 3 -a.), (3-b), U-cJ, C3-e-)/C3-g), C3-m)VO-oJm ^10 
guard unit vras composed of one soldier from eacn company o: tne none r-gim-^nt. 
The members -of- this"'“unit did not know -each other, and there was a gr ;at 
difference in -their character and education, -/hen the guaras gol iseu'to 
Asaka's orders, they -were transferred. The camp guards .rare changed every 
month. Asaka- could not punish a guard '-,140 committed an 


ife-nse in his camp. 
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-In such a case he would send a report to the offender’s unit commander. On 
three occasions Asaka went' to the AlgLta Regiment personally to make a personal 
report (R 583, 585).*' " 

It is true that guards at the camp beat Prisoners of War and 
that Asalia received reports from Sgt. Takahashi about these incidents. Asaka, 
however, firmly believes that there were no such incidents as described in the 
charges and specifications.; that is, beating-Prisoners of War with guns and 
ma!cing tham stand in the snow for hours. As'aka received no such reports and 
is firmly convinced that they did not occur. On'receipt of reports Asaka's 
investigations revealed that most of these incidents.were, slappings of Prisoners 
of Vfar, and hitting, with fists and such incidents. .Were reported to the .regiment 
from which the guards came (R 596), '•! V .' 

Asdka never saw a guard strike a Prisoner of War. Col. ’.Talker, 
senior American officer,- never reported any incident of guards harassing 
Prisoners of war (R'585/« 

As to Specification 15 (l-q) : Yoshio did not recall a Prisoner, 
of ITar by the* name of Gartman. During the month of February 1955, Or. 
Golenternek, an American medical officer, 7/as .in charge of sick call assisted 

by American medical orderlies. No Japanese personnel participated (R 575, 575). 

* 

As to Specification 1$ (l-u )• Asaka had never authorised 
Takahashi to administer corporal punishment to Prisoners of bar. No report 
was ever received by Asalia that Takahashi had beaten Dudley (R 585). 

As to Specification 15 (2-e); Asaka never authorized Yoshio 
to use judo on Prisoners of uer', and he was never aware of .the fact that 
perhaps Yoshio did use judo on the Prisoners of Tar (R-583) • 

As to Specification 15 (2-r) : In February 194$, Takahashi caught 
O'Meara in the act of'taking some vegetables from in front ox the storehouse 
and beat him with his open hand ana threw him in the snow by using judo. 

O'Meara was not stealing salt but was tailing some Chinese greens. (R 531, 558). 

As to Specification 1$ (3-c)s Sharp, the victim of the beating, 
had no knowledge that' anyone else saw the beating and he did not believe 
accused knew" of this (Sx 111 ). 

As to Specification 15 (3-'n) : Toward the end of November, Yoshio 
was duty non-c.ommissioned officer at the camp. A mine squad returned to the 
camp about 1600 or.l630 hours. Yoshio took roll call of this squad and noticed 
that one member of. the squad had a swollen face. A Japanese guard told Yoshio 
that the Prisoners’ of bar. had been fighting among themselves over a cigarette. 
Yoshio, with his open hand, slapped Telendo once because ha had "ought with a 
fellow Prisoner of V/ar and had struck him hard enough to injure him. Yoshio 
did tliis to deter Prisoners of .;»ar from fighting among themselves (R 576, 5,77. 
511, 512). 

* 

‘As to Specification l5\(3-j )• Yoshio could not recall Anton F. 
Urban and aid not remember striking hit.i with a club. Yoshio had absolutely 
no recollection of striking a man with a stick because he had burned a holc- 
in his trousers by leaving them over a hot stove pipa (R 578).. 

As to -Specification 15 (3-k) J Yoshio never hit Gapo. Fleming 
(R 578, 512). "- 

• As to,'Specification 15 (3-n); At about 0900 . hours on 20 ;wirch 
1955* the Japanese guards who had just checked the fire equipment reported to 
Takahashi th~t one ladder v/as missing. Takahashi called Col. wj..::r zo his 
office’ and told him to conduct an investigation. Fifteen minutes later^Capt. 
Flaming 1 reported to Takahashi that he had gathered the burned remains oi t.iis 
ladder and that eight Prisoners of Tar had been assembled in tn.e area bet.-sen 
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■the kitchen and the Prisoner of war barracks. Takahashi questioned each of the 
Prisoners of far as to why; they had broken the ladder, and most of them replied 
that they' had burned the ladder because it was cold and there was a iack of 
fire wood. Van Almari and Sergdant, however, told Takahashi that it was none 
of his business why they burned the ladder. At this Takahashi became furious 
and threw them in the snow by using judo. Takahashi reported to’ the branch 
camp commandant and asked him jihat measures he should take. He also told the 
camp commandant that he had punished two of the Prisoners of War. ■ 'When- 
Takahashi returned to these eight Prisoners of War, he found that, they had beer, 
beaten by the guards, and he 'stopped further beating by the guards. He the;? 
took the Prisoners of War in front of the guardhouse where, on the branch ca rp 
commandant’s orders, he made them take off their shoos and overcoats and then 
put them in the guardhouse. Takahashi would sneak the Prisoners of ’.Tar their 
overcoats at night and would take them away in the morning whan the. branch • 
camp commandant• cams,back into camp. Takahashi asked the branch camp coraaancUvrl 
to release them and after three days time in the guardhouse they’were released 
by the branch car?) - commandant. Several of the men were suffering- from frostbite 
and exposure (R £25-527 » Ex 1 -A). - ~'

As to Specification 9• Sometime in February' a guard group leader 
cams to Yoshio and showed him a nude drawing h' had caught one of his guards 
mailing. Ghilardi, who was then confined in the sick bay, admitted to Yoshio 
that lie had drawn the nude for a guard in exchange for cigarettes. The guard, 
confirmed Ghilardi 1 s story. Yoshio then admonished the guard and hit him. 

At that tine Ghilardi sat up in his bed, and Yoshio struck Ghilardi's buttock 
once with a shinai (R U79) • 

As to Specification 10: Yoshio did not at any time during sick 
call use judo on any Prisoners of -<ar (R U75) . There may have been one or two 
occasions when Yoshio slapped Prisoners of liar who 'were pretending to be- sick 
(H lj.7-3). Yoshio 1 only used judo on Prisoners of Viar on two occasions (R 510, 

511), Yoshio could not remember ever having struck Prisoners of bar for 
refusing to go to work (x p!3). 

As to Takahashi :

As to Specification 3 : An American Prisoner of war s mho was 
orderly for Jap. personnel at the camp could not recall Takahashi's ever beating 
or causing to be beaten any of the Prisoners of Viar alleged in this specification

As to Yoneraura: 

As to Specification 1 : Pope was in charge of the electrical 
section of the- second squad oi u the mac bin a works. One day at tne factory 
Yonesura saw Pope mischievously sneaking up behind Prisoners of -.nr ana snouting 
in a loud voice and poking a piece of '.are in the backs of the Prisoners of 
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k'fer thus scaring them. Yonemura cautioned Pope that such mischief was dangerous 
in the factory and might result in injuries to other Prisoners of War. Yonemura 
told him he must stop his playfulness and raised his cane. Pope raised his 
arm and as Yonemura lowered his cane it struck Pope's arm. Yonemura struck 
Pope once (R 35>&-3fj7). . f''' 

As to Specification 2: While returning.from work one day, 

Yonemura was trying.to'get' to the head of the column of Prisoners of War when 
Jarrett said, "Son of a bitch," and Yonemura hit Jarrett once on his shoulders 
vdth a cane. He did not hit Jarrett on the head and Jarrett did not fall when 
struck (R 358, 361*) i V 

. As to Specification 3 ; Yonemura did. not remember a Prisoner by , 
the name of Lawler and did not know Lawler's number. Yonemura did not know 
that he was-: ever involved.in A striking incident vdth a Prisoner of War by the 
name of Lawler (R 35?). ' 

As to Specification 1*: One day in early May 19hS, after the 
Prisoners of Lar had finished their work in the mine, they proceeded to return 
to camp. After they had gone about 200 meters, Tanaka from*the cast iron 
foundry caught up vdth Yonemura and told him that one of the Prisoners of War- 
had.a wobden mold used at the cast iron foundry. The Prisoner of War stated 
that the mold was given to him by Mr. Muao from the foundry. Mr. Mudo denied 
giving the mold and stated the Prisoner of War‘had taken it.. The Prisoner of 
War was told what Mr. Muc.o had said, and the Prisoner of War then stated that 
the wooden' mold had been lying around for a week and was not being.used so 
he decided to take it. Yonemura told him lie was not supposed to do such a 
thing, and he hat the wooden mold with his cane. Whan Yonemura hit the wooden 
mold, the corner of the mold struck the prisoner's ear and it started to bleed. 
Yonemura did not intend to strike the Prisoner of War but just meant to hit the 
wooden mold. Yonemura applied some Lbrcurochrome to the ear and gave the 
Prisoner of War a handkerchief, which, he held on his ear till they returned to 
camp where a medical orderly looked after him. The Prisoner of War was absent 
from work for two of three days. . rie wore a bandage the first day he came to 
work. After that he had gauze taped over his ear for about a week. After 
the gauze was remoyed .from the ear, there was a scar about one millimeter deep 
and three millimeters long (E 360, 361). 


As to Specification £: Yonemura did not strike any Prisoners ox 
War with the stick ha'. carried.other than Pope, Jarrett, Lawler, and Traino. 
There were no other incidents where Yonemura either struck or slamed Prisoners 
of War (R 362).

Brief description of each atrocity: 

!• Beaten in the face with club. 2. Beaten in the face with belt. 

3• Anh feet frozen in- guard house" 

An ambiguity appears on the face-of the Exhibit in that it is 
not clear to -which victim the description'.of the atrocity "1. Beaten in the 
face' with club." applies. The name of one victim appears at the bottom of 
page one" of the affidavit. The names of three victims appear at the top of 
page two* of the affidavit followed by the description of only three atrocities. 
The first described atrocity may bo interpreted to apply either to the victim 
named on page one or to the first cf three victims named on page tv:o. Such 
ambiguous evidence is legally insufficient to support a finding of guilty of 
ths offense alleged. 

Furthermore, Kenichi Ogihara, Japanese soldier guard at»Hanawa - 
Camp nicknamed "bigger" was found Hot Guilty of boating Herbert F. Liorkland, 
American Prisoner of 'war, between the dates lp 'November 19UU and 13 January 
.19U3 (Ogihara Case #273). 

As to Jonemura, Specification 3, the only evidence of record 
pertaining to the offenses alleged in this specification is an affidavit which 
describes a beating performed by a Japanese civilian guard called "The Rat" 

(Ex 120). The legal sufficiency of this evidence is dependent upon whether 
or not Yoneaura can be identified as "The Rat" (R 180). 

The only evidence of record identifying Yonsmura as "The Rat," 
is the affidavit of -a former Prisoner of bar who stated he knew Yoncmura or 
ths Rat very well (Ex 93). 

The. "weight of’the Prosouction’s evidence, however, indicates 
that Yonanura was not "The Rat"* Tanaka was a civilian guard whom the 
Prisoners of bar called "The Rat" (Ex 7f>) * Tanaka and Yonenura wor^ both in 
charge of the same machine shop (Ex 117). "The ..easel" and "The Rat" were 
nicknames of tvro civilian guards in the mines who beat prisoners for no reason 
at all (Ex 89). Maj. Fleming, former senior line officer among Prisoners of -\ 
T7ar at Hanawa, and Mr. Canfield, formar Prisoner of -ar at -iana’.va., both 
identified accused Yoneaura et the trial and testified that Yonenura was 
better known to the Prisoners as the "boasal" (R Ul, 382). Pope, American 
Prisoner of tar, victin of the beating alleged in Specification 1, gave in his 
affidavit a very detailed description of Yonenura in "which he averred that 
Yonenura was 'nicknamed "The ..’easel" (Ex 97). The 'weight and credxeilisy 01 
such evidence clearly establishes the fact that Yonenura "was known as "The 
teasel" and was not known as "The Rat". 

* The "evidence is, therefore, legally insufficient to supoort 

the finding of guilty of Specification 3 .

'with the exception of Specification Ip (2-k) as to Asaka and 
Specification 3 as to Yonenura, the record is legally sufficient^ to support 
the findings of the commission. The commission was constituted by proper 

authority and had jurisdiction over each of the accused -aad of the offenses 
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Charged. There is no evidence that any,'one of the four convicted accused was 
not sane at the titfie of the commission of the alleged acts or at the time of 
the trial. The accused were given a fair trial and were ably defended. No 
ruling of the commission is deemed to have affected adversely the substantial 
rights of the accused. • 

5. Recommendations: 

As to Asaka: It is recommended that the finding of guilty of 
the Charge be approved and that the findings of guilty of all Specifications 
be approved, except of Specification 15 (2-k), which finding should be disapproved 
Clemency petitions and defense motion for modification of sentence have been 
considered by the reviewer. The accused- Was' sentenced to confinement at hard 
labor for twelve (12) years. The sentence is legal and is not considered 
excessive. It is recommended that the sentence be approved. It is further 
recommended that owing to the^length of time the accused has been in confinement 
prior to the date of sentence, thirteen (13) months of the sentence be remitted. 

As to Takahashi: It is recommended that the findings of guilty 
of the Charge and Specifications be approved. Clemency petitions have been 
considered by the reviewer.. The accused was sentenced to confinement at hard 
labor for one (l) year. The sentence is legal and’is not considered excessive. 

It is recommended that.the sentence be approved. Information indicates that the 
accused has undergone the punishment'"imposed by the commission and has been 
released from confinement. 

As to Yoshio: It is recommended that the findings of guilty of 
th.3 Chargs a n d all Specific at io n s be approved. Clamancy petitions' and defense 
motion for modification of sentence have been considered by the reviewer. The 
accused was sentenced to confinement at hard labor for fifteen (l5) years. 

The sentence is le§al and is not considered excessive.’ It is recommended that 
the 'sentence be approved. It is further recommended that owing to the length 
of time the accused has been in confinement prior to the data of sentence, 
eleven, (iT) months of the sentence be remitted. 

As to Yonemura; It is recommended that the finding of guilty' 
of the Charge be approved and that the findings of guilty of all Specifications 
be approved except of Specification 3, ’which finding should be disapproved. 
Clemency petitions have been considered by the reviewer. The accused was 
sentenced to confinement at hard labor for ten (10) years. The sentence is 
legal. Since the evidence is legally insufficient to support a finding of 
guilty of Specification 3,- it is recommended that twenty-four (2ii) months of 
the sentence be remitted. It is further recommended that, owing to the length 
of time accused has been in confinement prior to the date of sentence, an 
additional twelve, (£ ) months of the sentence be remitted. As thus modified 
it is recommended that the sentence be approved.

It is considered that Asaka*s sentence is lenient in the light of his 
proper conviction of many allegations of mistreatments by those under his 
command. Ho vras the example and by his ot/n actions laid out the pattern 
for his subordinates. 


As to Yonomura, even though.Specification 3, should be disapproved as 
not supported by the evidence, the-sentence is still not excessive since 
Specification includes many cruel beatings of Prisoners of T7ar. Disapproval 
of the finding of--Specification 3g end approval of the sentence of ten (lO)' 
years* confinement at hard labor are recommended. 


Ilotion for modification filed by defense and bripfs supplied by both 
sides have boon carefully studied. 


An alternate action to implement the recommendations herein is attached.
